The Seat of War. 



The eyes of all the Proviuccs arc 
now directed towarda Oti-iiwa, uiid 
none more eagerly than Britiali Colum- 
bia; for there is hoiug fought tlio 
great battle of the 'lus' and the 'Oats.' 
Aud, how goes the battle ? Electricity 
hasn't shed inuoli light on it; yet the 
tiny spark's emitted are yery suggestive. 
"The Boyal Commission, in tLoir lie- 
port, decUned to avail' themselves of 
the permie^agiven, to depress any 
opinion oii ithe evidence regarding the 
.I'aoific Bailroad Scandal,"| — thus 
brin*ging,i3' naught .'all-'thie clamor of 
-the(;i.;OppoMtion, about' 'the "Royal 
' White^asiiiitis," (ujd^at the samei-tiiuo 
'piVing^"fch.^..wfty forSir John to "take 
. th'eSvihd out of their sails" by one of 
his^mfliter^'|lrokes. Even at thisdis- 
, tancV* r cJne can almost imagine Sii- 
John rising, in his place and address- 
ing a listening House somewhat as 
. follows :T-Mr. Speaker. I move that the 

' evidenise taken by tlio Royal Commis- 
sion be referred to a Committee of tliiH 
House for their report; because, Sir, I 
have always held and proclniuiod the 
oi)i]iion that the daty of the Royal 
Commission was simply to receive evi- 
dence and not to give a decision, — to 
facilitate thd work of 'this House, not 
to usurp its functions or infringe its 
prerogatives. It is to this House alone 
that the GoYornmeut look- for a full 
-aild''oomplete vindi<mtioi^'l^&Hhe' ntte^^^ 
ly unfounded and base c^ges tliat have 
been made; anJ, confldoiit' OT tfieir owii 
iunoeenco and of tLo vA^pt tLnt will 
ILiially bo reudered, tLis Grovornmont will 
satififind with iiotLiiiff short of a close 
andcareful scrutiny of the ovidouee already 
token and of that still to be taken — for 
there are persons irhoBhrackfromjtho teat 
of an oath, whose evidencoiti* most desir- 
nl)lo to have — so that, hereafter, no ono 
slialldare to say tliat thn fullest ojipor- 
tunity was not afforded onr eahnnniiitors; 
and because this cannot be done by the 
full House as thoroughly as by a Com- 
mitteOj _ I move the appointment of such 
Oommitiee." And one can imagine, too, 
tlio blank and cliop-fallea mien of the Op- 
jjosilion duringthe dcH\-erv of these re- 
marks, and their sickly olFort at ironical 
cheering when Sir Jolin resumes liis asat. 
The announcement of the cancollatiLin of 
the Allan railway cluu tor, aud the iiitio- 
duction of a Bill euabliug tho CTOvoru- 
ment to build the Canadian Pacific Kail- 
way inust constitute flio moat interesting 
and important feature of tin "Sin'erdi 
from the Throne," at least is so far as tlii." 
Province is coneerntid. It is les.i than a 
twelvemonth since tho giving of tho char- 
ter to Sir Hugh was tlio Eiubject of jubi- 
lation, although there is reason to think 
that there was all tlio.fcime a latent con- 
viction in tho minds of tho Government 
tliat tho gigantic ontorpriso would be 
better carried on by the Stale. To day 
we rejoice over the cancellation of that 
same charter, because calm afterthought 
and subsequent devcloi)menta luivo 
matured tho conviction that tho work 
would be better in the hands of the State. 
It ■"vill be unnecessary to dwell upon tho 
reasons conducting to thin conclusion, for 
they were sulllcientlydeleuiatcd in former 
articles. But a year has tlius been lost, 
yet not wholly lost; for it may tura out 
that the e.\perieneos and tho changes 
shall compensate for 'loss of time. In 
launching out in such huge enterprises, 
it is often wisest to "make haste slowly." 
Should the provisnns of tho ])roniiscd 
Kailway Bill be in accord v, ith iho large, 
earnest and go-n-head policy which has 
' 80 eminently characterised tho present 
Administration, and should it obtain tho 
sanction of Parliament, WQ shall yot cciioi't 
to see the Toirma made with the I'aciiio 
Province strictly fulfilled in so far as the 
period iixcd for tho cruniih-Hoit of the rail- 
way' is concerned, aitliongh thoro has, to 
employ the mildest tLM-in, Ih'OU a .strainintf 
of these Terms in resi)oct lo the com- 
mencement; so that in uiir experience in 
this matter may bo rcali/.cd the iitness of 
tho homely proverb, "A bad lioginning 
makes a good ending. By n Uill to aniond 
the Koprosentation is dunbtl.i.s.s incuit a 
measure for regulating eloctions and pro- 
venting bribery and corruption thereat, 
dnoh a measure comes none too soon.and 
it is to be hoped that its provisiona will be 
of a nature to pre(^huln f lie po.ssibility of a 
recurronco of such (^tnduct us would now 
appear to have cliarai-lori.sod the iirooced- 
ings of both parlios during the last 
{j'onoral cluotion and which culminatod in 
results at once uo serious and so huniili- 
. ating to the country. It will bo remem- 
bered that legislation on this subject was 
j)OHiponed on tho gronn<l that a g(Uioral 
tdection was close at hand and the work 
would bo better ontru.slod to a lloiisu 
fresh from the constituencies. Wo are 
not sure that the Grits were wrong when 
they urgtd tho imniiucnco of a general 
election as a reason for immediate legis- 
lation; for it is presumable that had such 
legislation tak(u> placo i\i that Muio tiie 
country would Inn c bocn, to aomo extent 
at least, spared r(!C('ut o.xj.'osnro^?, ]jj the 
introduction of tins ine;isuri! now the 
Govornniont will deprive the LIrits of a 
popular war-cry, aud in a manner compel 
their support, A Su[)roma Court of 
Appeal for tho Dominion is not anew 
nieaauro. It was broached, soniG two 
years ago, Ijy Sir J(jlni; but. for sonio 
reason or other, il was laid over till now. 
'I'hiti, too, is a measure tho principle of 
which, ono would lliiulc, oauj hardly fail 
to command support from both sides of 
tlio House. That Insolvency should bo 
regulated throughout tho Dominion by 
one general law, carefully framed and 
conducive at once to a higli Htandard 
of commercial morality luid the froodom 
of tho subject, seoms most dohirablo in 
the interest of a young and vigorou.s na- 
tion whoso commercial inlluenco is be- 
coming felt beyond its own borders; while 
the proposition to create a national Board 
Of AgriouUiuo speaks well fortlio wi.idom 
and policy of^tho Adniinistration, "Tho 
Blinistry are considered safe," say.s our 
telegram. Will tho Govornmont stand ? is 
tlio question ono hears many times a day,

To make the trail from 
Lillooet to Howo Sound available as a 
cattle trail Government will have to build 
several bridges; besides, the trail made 
by tho railway surveyors will be of little 
use for that purpose.

Birmlng:ham. 

f OAniiE DISl'ATCII. I 

London, Oct. 22. -- John Bright ad- 
dressed an assemblage, estimated to num- 
ber ](i,OflO por.sons, at Birmingham to- 
night. He commended tliii administrntion 
of Gladstone for its past legi8lation,witli 
tho_ exception of the Education Act, 
which he said was framed in a hastv 
manner and is incomplete. Ho advocates 
the repeal of clause 2.") of tlu^ Act bv 
which denominational schools are allow- 
ed to receive payment from tho public 
rates. His opinion was that a re-exami- 
tion of tho (luostion was necessary. 

Speaking of tho war against the Ashan- 
tees, .Mr. Bright said that no one' -was 
more anxious than ho was for a roason- 
ablo and pacific sottiemeut of tho dilHenl- 
ty. Ho believed that the interest and 
honor of tho country would be best eon- 
suited by ail absoln'te witlidrawiil of Bri- 
tish colonies from tho Ashaiiteo coast at 
no distant day. 

Ho thoii referred to the relations be- 
tween (Jreat Britiiin una the United States 
Some Englislimon had sjiokeii of the 
Treaty of Washington as liiimiliating to 
Great Britain. Tho huniiliation, he 
thought, was between bStil and lS(i,5. If 
at that time the Uritish Government had 
practised towar.ls tho United States a 
generous mmtralily, the wealthier classes 
in England would not in the main have 
sided with tho insurractionary slavcdiold- 
ing planters. If lunvspaiier* hero liad 
then dealt in a spirit of lii^iuness with our 
trans-.\tlantic kinsmen, tho dispute settl- 
ed liy the treaty of 1872 would not have 
risen. The conduct of tho Administra- 
tion with reference to that treaty and tlie 
snbsequoat arbitration under its jjrovis- 
ions, had added a nobler page to tho his- 
tory of England than had all tho bloodv 
battles recorded in its history. 

He pruised 1virl Derby for his initiation 
of a method of settling intornational dis- 
putes by arbitration; for a reduction of 
tho (pialilications necessary to the exer- 
cise of the country franchise; for redis- 
tribution of representation iu Parliament; 
and for moving for a reform of the game 
a id land laws; and said that among the 
(faostions which demand an early solu- 
tion, tho last was one ospoeially of inter- 
ests to the agricultural hdiorers of the 
country, whom the present system, tend- 
ing to the ocquirement of largo landed 
estates, debars from all hope of lu oprie- 
torshi[) in tho soil. He acknov.-lodge the 
liarseness of the 0]ieration of tlio ta.x upon 
incomes. 

Hoviewing the forty yoar.'^ supremacy 
of the Liberals in tho Cb)vernmont as 
years of progress to tho country, ho nni- 
madvortod severely upon Oonsorvativo 
obstructivenoss and their present lack of 
a settled policy, and urged the country to 
continue to support tho Liberal jiarty. 

Mr. Briglit's address occupied an hour 
and ton minutes and was received with 
unflagging enthusiasm.
